•ted property." 

BILL INTRODUCED 

The L.P.P. Prime Minister Intro- 
duced the bill. He said its pur- 
pose Avas not anti-American but di- 
rected against American Big Busi- 
ness. Hé felt that Canadian trade 
policy la being dictated by the 
United States and for this reason 
mahy countries who would be will- 
ing to trade with Canada are not 
able to do so.

In answer to the Prime Minl5- 
ler's speech Jacques Crptcau a 
member of the PC Club, which 
acted as official opposition, felt that

An . unusual twist Was thrown 
into the proceedings as , Jacques 
Croteau (P.C.) rose and addressed 
a question to the. government in 
French. 

. As .first speaker, for the Opposi- 
tion, Croteau alto delivered his 
main "speech entirely in French. 
Others ' not . as fluent in . that ? lan- 
guage, found his remarks somewhat 
difficult to follow, and Mery Game- 
roff of the Liberal Opposition rose 
Immediately afterwards to request 
a resume in English. . The Speaker 
voiced the , opinion that as this-Par- 
liament was taking place in Quebec, 
it coiild be assumed that the ma- 
jority of th'e'îlouse was bllinguaL 
When pressed to give a brief re- 
sume- oil -the -speech himielf,-:the 
Speaker said that ihé Honourable 
Member was "essentially opposed to 
the bill." 

In the first Independent speech 
on the bill. Murray Speigel, who 
contended that this bill was mani- 
festly , illegal and unconstitutional. 

It was, he said, ultra vhresi under 
Section • 92 of the British North 
America Act, which gives the Prov- 
inces sole right to legislate on 
property artd civil rights. 

In their final speech,, the govern- 
ment replied .'that .as this bill was 
in the interest of the Canadian peo- 
ple, thé government would 'enact it, 
that Canada iias no constitution, 
and that the government would cre- 
ate its own. 




Peace in Our Time 



Dean Thompson Speaks to New 
United Nations Campus Club 



A new era would be inaugurated 
if war could be abolished. But 
how can the nations of the world 
be taught to live together peace- 
fully? • Dean J. S,. Thompson dis- 
cussed the possibilities and outlined 
the historical background of the 
United Nations at the first meeting 
of the U.N. Club yesterday. 

Dr. Thompson is Dean of the 
Faculty of Divinity and former 
president of ' the United Nations 
Organization in Canada. 

He began by saying that the 
United Nations arose out of a revol- 
utionary situation— a war. Wars do 
not settle anything. They can only 
bring about conditions under w*lch 
settlements can.be made. If nations 
can be united for purposes of war, 
why can they not be united for pur» 

poses of peace? • 

Outlining the possible metbods 
of maintaining a peaceful world, 
Dean Thompson rejected the theory 
of each nation "minding its own 
business." In a world as inter- 
woven as ours Is today, isolationism 
is impossible. 

Another method would be con- 
quest. This'has been tried time and 
time again unsuccessfully. ' 

A series of alliances was the third 
method considered; but a balance 
of power causes an uneasy condi- 
tion of tension. 

A worid federation Is an idealistic 
means of solving the problem, Dean 
Thompson continued, 'for nations 
won't give up their sovereign 
power. International co-operation 
seems to Ik the answer. 



International : vço'-operatJon; has 
been tried previously; and unsuc- 
cessfully) but Dean Thompson' felt 
that the^UN has learnt from for- 
mer mistakes, It now; has the fblU 
ity to act quickly due to the power 
vesied.ln the executive body of the 
"Sectirlti^uncll," ■ ' 

Df^hiompson' called the veto a 
major cause of disharmony and de- 
plored the fact that the UN so 
ofteri* becomes scene of . battle for 
the cold war; but hé added: It Is 
ijeiter , fori them to hurl epithets 
than atom bombs. ■ 

An organizaitlon "meeting of the 
new United Nations Club will be 
held on Friday December .12, at 
1 p.m. The present steering com- 
mittee' will be dissolved at that 
time and an executive will be 
elected In Its place..- .' \ 

French Politics 
To Be Discussed 

"French politics since the war" 
will be the topic of discussion at 
a meeting of the International Re- 
lations Cliib to' be held tomorrow 
in the, Union! lyir. Cranford Pratt, 
a Rhodes scholar now lecturing in 
Political Science at McGUl, will dis- 
cuss the topic and try to answer 
the question of whether or not 
French politics arc mastering, the 
challenges of totalitarianism, or to 
v/hat- extent thé situation is be- 
coming worse.

, Too many ' students today are looking for 
knowledge rather than truth, for factual in- 
formation rather, ihan; -basic. 'Understanding. 
There is.'perhaps, k Jc'amng toward the belief 
that lèarninl!, as siirh, is useless unless it has 
some immediate aplication and end. 

These immediate ends and objectives may 
be, and, indeed are, ver>' worthy, ^ut .jthe. 
acquisition of facts for thes^ ends is not^edu^f 
cation. ; . ^ ^ 

' . It seems to' us, the tiniversity is a place 
Tor the development of creative intellectual 
curiosity and spontaneous inquiry into basic 
truths, through the study of facts related to 
them, and by the sifting in the individual 
mind of the great fund of ideas that is the 
student's heritage. 

The university ■ is a place for adventures 
in the world of ideas, for endeavor 'for the 
thing itself. Let us have more of the spirit of 
adventure in our education. 

The pursuits' of the intellectual mountain 
climber may at first glance; seem purposeless;

This plain troth needs no elab- 
orate arriment. With the sastlsfae- 
tory solntlon. of the problem are 
tied up- not only the deatlnlea of 
four million unsophisticated' Hash- 
miria. lnhabltlA;|gj^j^^ 
aUte of 84,47lf(4aa!^il«rsnSated 
on the north-western border of the 
Indo-PakUtan sub-continent, but 
the sUblltty of 'Asia, in fact, of the 
whole wprldl blniea on this prob 
lem. perhaps' the knottiest after 
the Korean one. 

The genejls of the Kashmir prob 
lem can be traced back to the par 
tltion of the Indo-Paklalan sub 
continent whlcivlwu': divided into 
the two.

Under section 7 of the Indian 
Independence Act, SDO princely 
states were free to Join with Pakis- 
tan or Indfa, takini into account, 
however^^ tho^Veogn^igl^ec^ciinic 
and strategic factbi^1urvrall%''the 
wishes of the people. For most of 
the states, geographic contiguity 
and a preponderance of Hindu. or 
Muslim MpiUation tnadi the prob 
lebi ;ea^|^^^uhmir'a ^situation 
was . unlque^JGoographically, ; the 
state has a common boundary of 
several hundred miles with Pakls 
tan, into which all of it« rivers 
and trade roules flow, in Pakistan's 
view, as explained by her late 
Prime Minister, -Mr. Llaquat All 
Khan, "the geographic, economic 
and cultural ties, of the state with 
Pakjitan.^deroa'n 
accftefiio 'Pa'iiutiffî^l^Oiw^ 
ant factor backing this claim is 
that 75 per 'cent of Kashmir's 
population is Muslim. 

On Augnst IS, 1947, a Standstill 
Agreement (a temporary agree 
ment) waa, algned by the Maharaja 
of Kashmir with Faklstao. In the 
meanwhile, however, communal 
riota broke out in Kashblr, which 
a'eeeierated the freedom movêmeni 
against the despotic regime of the 
Kaahmir . ruler. ^ This -led -subse 
quently to the Incursion of nearby 
tribesmen. Against such a. back' 
ground, the Maharajatthmk'slgned 
with India an Instrument : of accea 



succeeded in obtàliili^tiie agree* 
ment of Pakistan and Itidla on the 
resolution of January S, 1949 .which 
confirmed the ceasefire. 

During the year. 1949,';the cbm- 
miuloh'a further negotlatlonalwere 
unsueeesaf 111 and wu 'forced to 
report failure to tlie Security Conn- 
cli. India's contention was that thé 
UNCIP resolution of Aiigust 13, 
recognised the soverelgntyKof the 
state over the entire . Kaahmir .ter 
ritbry,: 'entitled her to' occupy the 
territory evacuated by the Pakistan 
itorcea after ; demilltairiaatlon, \ ob- 
liged' PakUUn to disband the Axad 
^(frée) Kaahmir-^orees, and em- 
powered' India to garrison the Nor- 
thern Areaa. India further inaisted 
on' the withdrawal of Pakistan 
troops prior to the withdrawal of 
her own. ' 

Should thla agreement fall, 
Pakistan was willing, but India was 
not, to entrust the whole territory 
to U.N. ^ surveillance during the 
truce period after the Vithdrawal 
of the Pakistan-' and the Indian 
forces. India was equa|Iy unwill- 
ing to agree to the Commission's 
proposal for arbitration by Ad- 
miral Chester Nimltz, apppinted on 
Marchai, 1949 by the U.N. Secre 
tary-General as Plebiscite Admihi 
strator. The efforts of General 
McNaughton of Canada also failed 
to bring India's agreement. 

In early 1950, Sir Owen. Dixon 
of Australia, appohited by the 
Security Council as U>N. Repre 
sentatlve,' started negotiations.- He 
recommended, first the withdrawal 
of Pakistan's forces and, after 
few days, the sumultaneous with- 
drawal of the Indian forces and the 
remaining Pakistani forces. He 
further proposed thé disbandment 
of the Azad forces a'iîd the' Nor- 
thern Scouts on. Pakistan's aide and 
the State forces and the S||te 
Militia -in Indian-held Kashmir

That perhaps is how the rest 
of the world thlnki of the mil- 
lions of peasanta in India—as a 
potential threat, either to be used 
against themselves or against 
their enemies. India recognizes 
this fact, but as well, another and 
far more Important one; the 
moral réspôna^blllty of the gov- 
ernment to supply the Vulo 
needs of Its people. 
It is in this light that the present 
monetary pollcy^jof^dia should 
be regarded.

fundamentar Issues of the minimum 
quantum of forces to be left on each 
side of the ceasefire line, and the 
date of thé appointment of the 
Plebiscite Administrator. Pakistan 
advocated . the . ihdtiction of the 
Plebiscite Admhilstrator "as much 
in advance of the final day of de- 
militarization as possible." India, on 
the other hand, considered that the 
date of the appointment should be 
decided at the proper stage of de- 
militarization. 

With regardkto^the size of the 
forces, Indli^iutatcd on 21,000 regu- 
lar troops and èj'ppO state militia on 
her side, and on Pakistan's side,' a 
force of 4.000, only half of whom 
owed allegiance to Azad Kashmir 
(which Is the portion of the state ol 
Kashmir on the Pakistan side of the 
ceasefire line). 

The latest, development of this 
complex Kashmir problem is the 
U.S.-U.K. joint resolution submit 
ted on November 16, 1952 to the 
Security Council, which recom- 
mended a force of 3,000-6,000 on 
FaklsUn'a side and 12,000-18,000 on 
the Indian ^ aide, as ''previously pro- 
posed by Dr. Graham In his fourth 
report.. The resolution also request- 
ed the parties to start negotiations 
at the United Nations Headquarters, 
and to report back In thirty days. 
While FakiiUn has accepted the 
resolution, India has. not as yet seen 
her way to doing so. 

.This In brief, Is the story of the 
Kashmir dispute which has been 
hanging fire In the Security Coun- 
cil for the past five years. The 
solution of the ~ problem' will not 
only redeem four million Kash- 
miris, but will also mean,-^ In Dr, 
Graham's words, "tiiat the status 
of the people would be finally de- 
termined not by the sovereignty of 
princes, but by the sovereignty of 
the people, not by the might of 
armies, but by the will of the pco 
pie, not by bullets, but by ballot^; 
through self determination of peo 
pie by the democratic method of an 
impartial plebiscite conducted with 
due regard for the security of the 
state and the freedom ôf the'pleb 
isclte under the auspices ' of the 
United. Nations,"

The Labour Progressive Party is 
convinced that government action is 
possible and necessary, . and Mr.
